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WASHINGTON - Congres- 
sional investigators, 

broadening their probe of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, 
have asked President Ford 
to give them all White House 
documents authorizing for- 
eign and domestic 
intelligence activities during 
the last three decades. 

A White House spokesman 
said Saturday that Ford has 
made no decision on the 
sweeping request, received 
Wednesday from Sen. Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, chairman 
of the Senate Select Commit- 
tee on Intelligence. 

Church’s letter said the 
committee needed “docu- 
ments, files and other papers 
that might be required to 
determine fully the legal 
basis for the activities of 
United States intelligence 
agencies.” 

In an attachment to his 
letter, Church listed four 
categories of documents he 
said he was requesting “with 
the unanimous approval of 
the committee.” They were: 

—The report furnished to 
Ford by CIA director Wil- 
liam Colby in January after 
news accounts alleging ille- 
gal domestic spying bv the 
CIA. - 

—“All executive orders, 
national security decision 
memoranda or intelligence 
directives, and other White 
House directives pertaining 
to the- charter, structure or 
guidelines for any overt or 
covert foreign or domestic 
intelligence agencies or ac- 
tivities.” 

—All White House docu- 
m an t s and instructions 
“pertaining to the. structure, 
functions or organization of 
intelligence policy organiza- 
tions within the office of the * 
president . . 

—Organization charts and 
staffing patterns for all 
intelligence-related organiza- 
tions within the White House, 
dating back to 1947. 

White House officials said 
presidential counsel Philip 
Buchen had been assigned to 
study the request.

approved by Robert Kenne- 
dy. Thus, the column implied 
Robert Kennedy might have 
■ been indirectly responsible 
for his brother’s death. 

“Sen. (Robert) Kennedy 
was outraged by this column. 
He revealed to members of 
his staff that far from ap- 
proving any plot to assassi- 
nate Premier Castro, he had 
in fact stopped such a plot 
when he discovered it,” Wa- 
linsky said. 

‘ * I recall that Sen. 
Kennedy also said something 
like ‘I found out that some 
people were going to try an 
attempt on Castro’s life and 
I turned it off,’ ” added 
Edelman. 

While Nessen said probing 
such charges would be be- 
yond the scope of the Rocke- 
feller commission, he added: 
“It certainly would be appro- 
priate for the Church investi- 
gation.” 

Sen. Frank Church, D-

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WASHINGTON - Allega- 
tions that the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency was involved 
in riots to assassinate for- 
eign leaders should be inves- 
tigated by a congressional 
committee, not the Rockefel- 
ler commission, presidential 
press secretary Ron Nessen 
said Monday. 

Nessen said President Ford 
feels such accusations are 
outside ttte scope of th~ 

Rockefeller panel, which he 
has asked to probe charges 
that the CIA spied on Ameri- 
cans in the United States. 

The press secretary made 
his remarks after reports 
from two former aides to 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy that 
Kennedy had once blocked a 
CIA plan to use the Mafia to 
assassinate Cuban Premier 
.Fidel Castro. 

The two former aides, 

Adam Walinsky and Peter 
Edelman. said that in 1967 a 
newspaper column reported 
that former President Kenne- 
dy might have been slain by 
Cubans in retaliation for the 
alleged plot against Castro 
which, the_ story said, was
